"Blbllotlieci JliKica," and this finds a 
favored spot In the collection.

They 
constitute the first monumental work 
on magic und were an attempt to com- 
pletely corer the field—a library in it- 
self. 


While these earlier books gift 
a 


good insight Into the field of magic, 
not one of th»ra contains the great 
tricks of the musters; for these wer« 
preserved with. Infinite secrecy. Prob- 
ably the first great expose of stock 
tricks In magic came when a book 
called "Les 1'ctltes Aventures de 
Jerome Sharp," Issued In 1703 from 
(he pen of a young Frenchman, M. 
Ueseremps, a frank volume that en- 
Joyed quite a popularity in Us day. 
This, Uoudlni captured early in his 
search. Jt is now safely preserved in 
the Library of Congress—along wIU 
the other rare volumes. 


Conjury Fathtrid by Italian*. " 


Thu* runs the earlier collection— 


from Ports, to Wltgeest, to Hauber, 
to WIebleb, to Descrenipg. They con- 
stitute tho earlier eescjs in tho mod- 
ern school of conjury fathered, it 1* 
said, by the Italians, Androietti and 
Antonio Carlottl. 


Some years ago Chlng Ling Foo was 


the great magician featured In this 
country, a product of Uie Chinese 
school that hax given the world some 
of Its greatest. Chlng Ling Foo and 
Harry Uoudinl were friends. On one 
occasion Houdlnl told the writer that 
he knew every trick of the Chinese 
magician; a courtesy granted him be- 
cause Cblnj Ling Foo liked the Amer- 
ican. It wns but natural, therefore, 
that Houdini should hold high regard 
for the books of Chlog Ling Too. 
These he preserved with utmost cure, 
passing them on to the Library of Con- 
gress. 


Houdinl prided himself on his knowl- 


edge not ouly of maglcry, but of the 
psychic—and his books on psychical 
research outnumbered those he gath- 
ered on- the first subject. There ara 
3.420 volumes bequeathed by him to 
the Library of Congress, books that 
deal with a subject which interested 
him more and mote in his later life. 


Leader of Hii Profwtion. 


Only fifty-two je.-irs of age when he 


died—his death occurred October 31, 
1020—Harry Uoudlni had conquered 
the world aljout him; at least in so far 
as his particular subject occupied the 
attention of Uiat world. He believed, 
with others, that no form of entertain- 
ment compared with magic; that, after 
nil, theatergoers in every land are as 
little children and lovt to be amused 
by the deftness of the hand, the quick- 
ness of movement that deceives the 
eye. He was probably right, since no 
theater in which be appeared In the 
last twelve or fifteen years was ever 
large enough to accommodate his fol- 
lowing. 


In the vernacular of the theater,' 


"Be packed 'em In." His remunerative 
reward wns th« highest given any en- 
tertainer of his time, with the excep- 
tion of such outstanding singers and 
•tars as Caruso, John JlcCormlck, Qal- 


.bj flngers aided by flashlights, fulled 


to nvetl any traces of thread or 
needle.

find all boys nnd all girls of ten years 
old going to sleep and all boys aad 
nil girls of twelve years old not sleep- 
ing at all!

size—neither do you find butterflies 
a'l doing alike!
